There is no other 
profession that:can compare with it In 
Us service to mankind..! am convinced 
that' neither 'law/' nor medicine, nor 


theology can confer greater blessings 
on mankind. They are limited 'respec- 
tively to the court, to the sick room, 
and, to the parish. The teacher's pro- 
fession knows no bounds; it permeates 
all society; it influences every thought 
and action of mankind. Do'we not 
teach man to be lavv-abldlns. clean of 
life and moral? Other professions are 
only products ot ours. Destroy it and 
you destroy the whole social fabric. 
The teaching profession is preeminent 
because it serves no Individual, sect or 
locality. 
It serves all, not knowing 


how far and how deep Its services ma> 
penetrate or how long It may endure. 


"What an Inspiration it would bo to 


the teacher, if the world at large 
would accept these ideals of our pro- 
fession: as we accept them. 
It does 


recognize the permanent 'necessity for 
schools, and it 
does give 
generous 


praise, especially on commencement oc 
casions. 
But the effect of these com 


mencement day eulogies is neutralize! 
by the world's judgment of our pro 
fession through the other 361 days o 
the year. 
"Have you ever been asked, 'Wha 


is there ill teaching for'your 
My life 


is in danger because a classmate of 
mine, who Is a successful lawyer, told 
me that if he found me teaching, two 
years after graduation, he would shoot 
me at sight. 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, 


an educator all his life, was consid- 
ered, when a schoolmaster, as a capi- 
tal philosopher, resigned to his des- 
tiny, but not amused by its 
incon- 


gruities. 
"The danger ; of our profession is 


hat .we may surrender to the ideals 
set up for us.' The whole fabric of 
public education Is Involved. Can we 
lermit ourselves, In our own Interest 
and in-the Interest of the great causo 
we represent, .to yield to'the vyorld's 
judgment when it says: 
'To be sure 


a teacher's work Is eminently respect- 
able, hut the teacher is merely a teach- 
er; almost any man can qualify to be 
a teacher, and the world can ill afford 
to spare Us greater lights to the teach- 
ing profession, and a man of promise 
cannot afford to be a teacher, for the 
real test of .a man comes In a more 
practical world, the real world, the so- 
called outside world.' Just so long as 
the world looks upon us in this way, 
it is marvelous indeed that there are 
any-red-blooded, whole-hearted, clear- 
headed, alert-minded men and women in 
the profession. 


"Probably there Is not one man or 


woman ir. this audience, but that en- 
tered the profession with high Ideals, 
products of .youthful inexperience, en- 
thusiasm; and it would he strange if 
many of these ideals had 
not been 


shattered.' But If the one great ideal 
of service, with Its intangible reward, 
does not remain, the prospect Is in- 
deed disheartening for the 
individual 


and for the profession. It Is Just ..as 
true cf teaching as of any other pro- 
"esslon, that a man must 
hitch 
his 


wagon to a. star. 
Let him lose that 


guiding influence and he is lost. 


"Would I advise any young man or 


any young woman to go Into 
teach- 


ing? "Yes. 
The best men in all 
my 


class, and the best men and women 
or boys and girls of your classes, are 
none too good for the profession.-We 
would not deprive our 
profession of 


Its richest life blood; we would 
not 


deprive future generations of the ad- 
vantage of the same 
Instruction or 


better instruction than 
we 
We would not have 
better 


more learned men, outside of our. pro- 
fession than in it. We are derelict In 
in our duty if we do not see to it 
that our profession maintains its stan- 
dards. At this time, when education Is 
becoming so universal, when all men 
are being lifted "to higher intellectu- 
al levels, we must advance. We can- 
not remain motionless, we must not 
retrograde.

Architect Henry L. Rourke was pres-
